THE WILMINGTON MUNICIPAL 
CAsSE.—We preseut a brief outline of 
the points in this important case 
which was argued in the Supreme 
Court yesterday without reaching a 
conclusion. Ex-Judge Russell ad- 
dressed the court on behalf of W. P. 
Cannady, and was followed by Rob’t. 
Strange, Esq., om behalf of the rela- 
‘tors. 

Judge Russell argued upon the un- 
constitutionality of the act of the 
Legislature dividing the city of Wil- 
mington into three wards, fixing the 
qualifications of voters, &c., on the 
following grounds: 

Ist. That the Legislature exceeded 
its powers in requiring a period of 90 
days residence as a qualification for 
voting in the city. 

2nd. That it had no authority to 
prescribe a qualification of residence, 

38rd. That the Legislature exceeded 


its powers in appointing inspectors 


and registrars of election. 

4th. That a portion of the city on 
the west side of the river isnot inclu- | 
ded in any registration. precinct but | 
is in the 3rd ward, said ward being 
divided into four registration pre- 
cincts. 

5th. That the Act provides that 
any person, &¢., may vote, not | 
fining the right to citizens. 

6th. That the city is divided into 3. 
wards, with 3 aldermen to each ward, 
the Ist ward baving 390 voters, the 
2nd ward 360 voters and the 8rd 2,800, 
and for this reason alone the Act is 
unconstitutional, for the right to vote 
implies something more than the 
mere right to deposit a vote in the. 
ballot box, the right to vote being the 
right to have the vote counted as 
equal to any other vote; and by this 
unequal division of the wards, the 
voice of 2,800 voters is so diluted as 
virtually todeprive them of the right 
of suffrage. 

7th. That it discriminates against 
the colored voters, the case showing 
that there are 2,000 colored voters in 
the 3rd ward when the whole voting 
population is 3,000. 

On the part of the Relators, Mr. 
Strange it was replied,— 

That the act was Constitutional. 
Under Article 8, Sec. 4 of the Consti- 
tution, the Legislature shall provide 
for the organization of cities, and 
that this power is conferred without 
qualification or restriction. That 
while it may be conceded that the 
Legislature may bot add to the qual- 
ification of electors fixed by the Con- 
stitution, Sec. 1. of Act, 6 which fixes 
the qualifications of electors, and 
which provides that any native or 
naturalized citizen who shall have 
resided in the State 12 months and 
in the county in which he offers to 
vote 30 days next preceding the day 
of election, applies only to State and 
county elections, and does not apply 
to elections of citiesand towns. And 
as the Constitution is silent as to the 
time of residence required in a city, 
it is not only competent for, but ob- 
ligatory npon, the Legislature to fix 
the period of residence, otherwise 
there is no time prescribed. 

SECTION 1. of Article of the Con- 
stitution provide for theorganization 
of counties, the period of residence and 
qualification of voters ; but by Sec. 4, 
of Act 8, of the same instrument, the 
organization of cities is left to the 
Legislature ; that no length of resi- 
dence in a city could givea right to 
vote in a city: there might be an in- 
definite residence in a county, and 
none ina city situated in the same 
county, and that under this general 
control of the Legislature over cities, 
it would be competent to that body 
to appoint officers; but it is not 
necessary for the relators to enlarge 
vd this proposition, because in this 
case, the election was ordered. 

That the present defendants claim 
to hold the offices of Aldermen un- 
der the Act of 1873. They were elect- 
ed under the Act of the 20th of De- 
cember 1870, their term of office 
beginning May 1873, and ending May 
1874. By the actof 1873, the Legis- 
lature dispensed with theelection for 


’ May, 1874, and extended the term of 


office till August, 1875. So they them- 
selves claim under an act which dis- 
penses with an election and continues 
them in office, which is virtually an 
appointment, the right to extend a 
term involving the right to extend to 
any longer period. 

That if 90 «days residence be un- 
constitutional, and the term of resi- 
dence for all elections is fixed at 30 


days, still it would not make the. 


whole act veid. The act may be 
constitutional in part though defec- 
tive in some particulars. It does not 
appear in this case that there was any 
one in the city who had resided there 
30 days, and who kad not resided 
there 90 days. It does not appear that 
the rights of any one were prejudiced 
iu this particular by the act. 

In regard to the question raised 
that the portion of the city ou the 
West side of the river was not in the 
election precincts in the 3rd Ward, 
there is nothing in the Act which 
requires any one in the 3rd 
Ward to register or vote in any par- 
ticular precinct. No one is disfran- 
chised by any such omission, Ia 
point of fact, it does not appear that 
any person resided on the West side 
of the river. The case does show that 
a considerable portion of the territory 
embraced in the 8rd Ward consists of 
unimproved and. uninhabited. lots 
and parcels of land.

| by the death and suffering of Christ 


was handied as but few, ‘yea, very 
few can handle it; for one hour and a 
quarter he held the Jarge audience in 
almost breathless silence as they 
listened with eagerness to the meen 
of eloquence as the man of God 

trayed in strains of grand oratory the 
death and sufferings of Christ, in 
making atonement for sin. And 
in speaking of what the blessed Sav- 
iour had suffered for us, he mention- 
ed an incident that came under his 
own observation, and will be long 
remembered by ‘those who heard it, 
for when it was concluded sobs and 
cries were heard and seen throughout 
the entire audience. The Bishop 
said on one occasioa in his travels he 
stopped for a night at the house of a 
geutleman in the highest circle of so- 
ciety and refinement, who had seve- 
ral daughters, one just returned from 
college; during the evening he no- 
ticed this daughter seemed unusually 
fond of her father, and that the fath- 
er had a very bad scar on the back of 
his hand, and that this hand seemed 
to receive the especial caresses of the 
daughter, which became so notice- 
able that he ventured to ask the 
cause; when she replied, ‘Sir, that 
hand saved my life, my clothes were 
in flames, my father saw me, ran to 
my relief, in extinguishing the fire 
he burned his hand which left that 
scar, Oh! sir,’’? she continued, ‘‘that 
is the prettiest ecar I ever saw, that 
hand saved my life,’’ and again and 
again she kissed it and wept. tears of 
joy upon it.

ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CON- 


Com , 
RALEIGH, June Ist, ’75. 


To the People of North Carolina : 


The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
6th day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient, — 


NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 


The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the eall fora convention ; but their 
auction was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. ‘They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform cur 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and tke prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some bkarsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 


That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 


Constitution of the Uaited States wili 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to youthat the time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
coneerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Wecan proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our people. 


THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of Military  reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no Jaw save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 
Radieal in edueation—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miiliate us. And when their work 
was subinitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ignorant hegroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption, It Is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 


person in ten who voted for it could | 


read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
aud revolution. Itis natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit~- 
edto our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pra- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in Janguage clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

THE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 

CONDITION. 

the Constitution contains 
some good provisions no one denies; 
it would be singular if it did not, 
but its abominable characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative inember of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to aflix his signature to it, as a fit In- 
strument to be submitted to the peo- 

le. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 
y worded and so badly arranged as 
to constitute but a medley of incon- 
sistencies that defies the successful 
coastruction of the courts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from 
its practical workings,the court has in 
some instances been driven to supply 


matters be brought forward within 


—— days of their adjourning. 
CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES. 


As to the specific changes that 
ought to be made, these are to be con- 
sidered by the citizens of the various 
counties, who should be careful to se- 
lect as delegates those who will prop- 
erly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesman- 
ship, spotless integrity, representa- 
tives of all classes of society, and 
whose positions among them will en- 
title their Jabors to confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868. 


METHODS OF CHANGE. 


Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Constitution, that by 
legislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendments recently submitted to 
and ratified by the people encoun- 
tered the preatest difficulties in their 
passage, and even after the will of the 
people was declared in their favor 
by over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
whether they were proper'y adop‘ed; 
again, legislators when possessed of 
qualifications for such duties, are en- 
cnimbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to 
each provision presented for consid- 
eration, without meeting such criti- 
cisms as may imperil their labors. 

The Convention method is speedy 
and economical, the body is com- 
posed only of the same number of 
members as comprise the House of 
Representatives, and their minds are 
direetec alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, itis belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a short 
time by the reforms that will be in- 
augurated. 

The restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature, fully and amply secure 
the Homestead, Mechanics Lien, 
Rights of married women, and Pre- 
sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were incorporated in the bill mainly 
to remove partizan clamor, aud antic- 
ipate unscrupulous agitation. They 
are not the property of amere party, 
but had their origin in the necesisties 
of civilized society and were found 
among the statutes of various States 
previous to the war. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES. 


Tt is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the keen op- 
tics ofsome persons defy all law.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
best men in the State is pledged to 


their preservation, should satis- 
fy every reasonable voter. This 
Convention is called in pursu- 


ance of law, and each delegate be- 
fore “the shall be permitted to sit, 
to be entitled to aseat in said Con- 
veution or act as a delegate thereto,”’ 
shall swear to observe these ‘‘restric- 
tions’? (see acts 1874-5). Should a part 
comply and part refuseto take this 
outh, only those who obey the law 
are members of the body, nor arewe 
without precedents; similar oath was 
required of the members of the ‘‘re- 
stricted Convention”’ of 1835,the same 
question was raised, and after debate 
all the members took the oath and ob- 
served the restrictious, and thatin a 
timeofhigh party excitement. In that 
discussion the distinguised Judge 
Gaston used the following language : 
‘The State Legislature had indeed no 
authority to impose an oath upon the 
members of the Convention, but the 
people had ratified the act of the 
vegislature by choosing delegates 
under it. If we transcend the limits 
or refuse obedience to the conditions 
therein prescribed, we are not the 
Convention called by the people, but 
a self constituted body ;” these views 
were concurred in by Macon, Ed- 
wards, Morehead, and others. We 
wili dismiss this subjeet, however, 
by calling attention to the able work 
of Judge Jamieson on ‘‘Constitution- 
al Conventions,’’ where,by argument 
and the cases cited by himin relation 
to this matter, he demonstrated that 
Conventions are bound to obey the 
restrictions imposed by the Leg- 
islature in the Act calling the Con- 
vention. 


AID FROM REPUBLICANS.’ 


In our last election it was gratify- 
ing to see Republicans who had hith- 
erto submitted to the control of un- 
scrupulous leaders under a mistaken 
belief that they were promoting the 
general welfare, seeing their cor-

ty of attending and expressing their 
wishes. The contest is important 


in subsequent results. The epubli- 
can party, under the leadership of 
carpet-baggers still remaining among 
us, will advocate the election of dele- 
gates, who will agree to meet and ad- 
journ without holding a Convention, 

and this in violation of the wishes of 
the people, expressed through a two- 

thirds majority of their chosen Rep- 
resentatives, and after a considerable 
part of theexpenses for mileage and 

per diem is incurred. We beliéve,how 
ever the promise is but a delusion 

and snare, for should they ascertain 
they have a majority in the body, 

it will be an easy matter forthem to 
evade their promise by the refusal of 
afew to concur; as they do not ac- 

knowledge tiie ‘‘restretions’’ as 
binding, they will resort to the most 

revolutionary. measures to sustain 

their desperate fortunes, and in the 
end will fail to submit their work to 

a people for ratification or rejec- 
tion. 

Let us, therefore, present a united 
front, and with a general advance 
along our lines Radicalism will not 
ohly be routed but overwhelmed, and 
a'victory for Civil Liberty assured 
for 1876.

The French Assembly—Passage of 
the University Bill. 

Paris, June 17.—The Assembly 
to-day passed the University educa- 
tion bil! by a majority of 54 votes. 
An amendment of M. Parris was 
ndopted providing that degrees be 
awarded by the board of examiners 
whieh is to consist of half of free pro- 
fessors. This is regarded as a victory 
for the ultramontanes, as free pro- 
fessors are clericals.
